It was driven back suddenly with great 
turn and before Eymen could move, the 


"end of the stick struck him in the le» 


side, and paaeed entirely through the 
body just above thelhips. Eyman «•« 
aBoreamofagonyand called to Boot- 
well, but before Boutwell could reach 
him, Eyman bad|pnlled;tbelbloody utiok 
from his side and cast it upon the floor.

The mill was olosed'down soon after the 
accident and work for the day suspended. 


THIS INQUEST.

"You have In this campaign denounced Amer- 


ican-born republicans as 'nftUvlsts;' you have 
intimated more than once that your election de- 
penfls entirely upon the votes of German-Amer- 
icans, and have stated in substance, if not in 
terms, that you are politically independent of 
native-born voters.

So far trom trying to ai 


our people, you seem to me to be afraid tha 
native Americans v. ill not undervalue and os 
traoizo our citizens of German birth, so yo 
may avail yourself oJ the resulting discontcn 
for political purposes 
In your capacity of 


professional German-American you long jus 
now to be kicked and oufled, so you may ex 
bibit the bruisos and scars on the stump " 


While Altgeld himself is too narro 


and selfish to benefit by this wholesom 
letter, its effects will not be lost on the 
German-Americans of the state, who 
are among our best people, and never 
lack recognition.

The cause of thii upward 
turn u, ot course, a shortage in the crops, 
The potato crop ot Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Hinonn and Nebraska, while not a 
total failure, Is for short ot in average 
yield and the product is poor in quality. 
The late and excessive rains last spring 
are aooonotabte for this state of affairs. 
In more northern latitudes where the 
planting waa done later the yield per 
acre ii greater than has .been secured 
for yearj. The aoreaec, however, is not 
sufficient to make np tr.e deficiency in 
the great potato regions ot the Missouri 
valley.

most abundant and convenient sonroe o 
•apply for this city. 
The present crops 


ere the largest ever produced in tha 
territory, and as tha prices are higher 
with a continuous upward tendency, tbe 
northern Michigan farmer who possesses 
a potato field or an apple orchard will be 
able to vieit the World's Fair next year 
with a show of splendor in keeping with 
that great event. 


la ordinary years southern Michigan 


sends » great many potatoes and apples 
to Chicago, but this year there were 
practically none for market from thai 
territory.

At the conclusion of Mr. lams' ad- 


dress to the jury,' Judge Parker asked 
the prosecution if if had any further 
evidence by which they could directly 
connect CuL Hawkins with the punish- 
ment of lams. The prosecution had 
nothing further to offer. 


Judge Porter then began his charge 


to the jury by saying that malice 
means a reckless disregard of the rights 
of another, and need not be proven in 
a simple assault and battery. "If the 
jury believe," said he, "that J. B. E. 
Streator and Col. Hawkins, in shaving 
the head of the prosecutor and after- 
ward drumming him out of camp were

Potatoes and Apples. 


The prce of these commodities will 


bs prolific of much household comment 
this winter for the good reason to the 
eeoaomtail housewife whose income is 
limited ttat they will ba higher th»n for 
many years. The cause of this upward 
turn K, ot course, a shortage in the crops, 
The potato crop ot Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, liuwonn and Nebraska, while not a 
total failure, la far short ot in average 
yield snd the product ia poor in quality. 
The 1st* and excessive rains last spring 
are accountable for this state of affairs. 
In more northern latitudes when the 
planting was done Inter the yield per 
acre is greater than has .been secured 
for yearj. The acraaec, however, is not 
sufficient to make up tr.e deficiency in 
the great potato regions ol the Missouri 
valley. 


Northern Mioh'gtn is more thai fortu- 


nate this y«u in the production of both 


potatoes and apples and will form tt 
most abundant and convenient source o 
supply for this city. 
The present crop 


are the largest ever produced in tha 
territory, and as tha prices are higher 
with a continuous upward tendency, the 
northern Michigan farmer who possesses 
a potato field or an apple orchard will be 
able to visit the World's Fair next year 
with a show of splendor in keeping with 
that great event. 


Ia ordinary years southern Michigan 


sends a great many potatoes and apples 
to Chicago, but this year there were 
practically none for market from thai 
territory. 


Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
North 


Dakota will make np tha deficiency in 
the potato supply required in this market 
but Illinois will be compelled to draw on 
the east. 


The western apple crop is almost a 


complete failure, even in Missouri, whe:» 
the yield is usually so abundant of favor- 
ite varieties and medium grades ot 
apples. Ohio had a good yield, and so 
did New York, but the prices will not be 
ia the reach of small salaries. The dried 
apple, however, will ba disposed to take 
advantoge of the barren season to insinu- 
ate itself between the cruets ot lunch- 
counter pie. 
The potato 
deficiency 


entails more serious consequences to the 
masses of the people than a light yield o! 
apples.

Tin Plate Victims. 


A Democrat near Sprout Brook, N. T, 


having become convinced through Dem- 
ocratic free-trade speeches that onr peo- 
ple are not making tin plate, offered 9100 
for a single sheet of tin plate made in 
America. The Republican postmaster ot 
Sprout Brook communicated this fact to 
Merchant & Co., Philadelphia. The firm 
promptly replied by fending a piece ol 
roofiog tin out from a sheet 60 feet long, 
with a seam where the black plate had 
been joined before being automatically 
tinned. The evidence that it IB Amen 
can roofing tin lies in the fact that it was 
automatically tinned, which cannot be 
done in Wale?, as the automatic tinning 
machine is of American invention since 
we began under the MoKinley law to 
make tin, an invention which was pre- 
dicted by Senator Aldrich m the United 
Spates Senate when speaking in support 
ot the McKinley tariff hill. In addition 
to this evidence that the sheet is Ameri- 
can, wholly produced in this country, 
Merchant & Co. sent testimony to the 
effect that the black sheets from which 
the plate was made were rolled in St 
Louis and were eight leet long, a length 
that Welsh rollers cannot produce.

from southern Illinois, had also been 
deceived by hia party lenders into the 
balief that no tin pinto IB made in this 
o untry. 'He was (it St. Louis visiting 
the exposition when he accidentally ran 
against an American tic-plate exhibit.

But the Disgraced Soldier Says that 


Whatever the Outcome of the 


Present Case fie Will Still 


Sue for Damages. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., NOT, 5.—ITpon con- 


vening- of court yesterday morning, 
Senator Eobl) ins began'the closing ad- 
dress to the jury for the defense. His 
arg-uments were upon tlie enormity of 
the offense of Private lains, the ab- 
sence of cruelty in the punishment in- 
flicted and the absence of malice. 
In 


his analysis of tlie testimony of Private 
lams, the latter -was scored unmerci- 
fully. The address was remarkable for 
its force and clearness. 


Attorney Frank P- lams followed 


•with, an argument for the prosecution. 
He reviewed at length the terrible pun- 
ishment inflicted, comparing the rope 
with the thumb scrow and other im- 
plements of torture used in past ages. 


At the conclusion of Mr. lams* ad- 


dress to the jury* Judge Parker asked 
the prosecution if i£ had any further 
evidence by which they could directly 
connect Cul. Hawkins with the punish- 
ment of lams. The prosecution had 
nothing further to offer. 


Judge Porter then began his charge 


to the jury by Baying that malice 
means a reckless disregard of the rights 
of another, and need not be proven in 
a simple assault and battery. "If the 
jury believe," said he, "that J. B. R. 
Streator and Col. Hawkins, in shaving 
the head of the prosecutor and after- 
ward drumming him out of camp were 
acting in pursuance of orders issued by 
a superior officer, they are not ffuilty 
of assault, and your verdict must 
be one of 
not guilty. 
The 
ver- 


dict in all cases against 
Surgeon 


W. S. Grim must be acquittal. 
The 


claim set up by the counsel for Col. A. 
L. Hawkins that he acted entirely in 
accordance with orders from a superior 
officer, is affirmed. 
Tho claims that 


Col. A. L. Hawkins cannot be convicted 
because he had nothing- to do with the 
punishment of lams except to report 
the case to his superior officer, is re- 
fused. There is no evidence to show 
that Gen. Snowden ordered the pris- 
oner hung up by the thumbs.

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How to Mark and Vote the Aus 


tralian Ballot, INOV, 8tb. 


Give yonr name and, if required, your 


residence to tbe judges of thu election 


U your name is oa the register, yon 


will ba permitted to enter the. enclosed 
space inside the guaru-rJ'. 


It your vote bj not challenged, one of 


the judges, after indorsing his initials on 
the back thereof,- will hand you a ballot. 


It yonr name be cot on the register, 


you will not receive a ballot until yoti 
have established your right to vote, by 
•ffldavit or otherwise. 
, 


When you have received a ballot re- 


tire, at once, n!onc,^ioto one ot the vot- 
ing booths and prepare it for the ballot 
box by marking it as the law prescribes. 


Yon will find printed on the ballot, in 


oolums, side by side, the numeb of nil the 
candidates, of each party, to bs voted 
tor at that election. 


At the top of eaoli column jou will 


find the name of each party "ticket" or 
list of candidates, as "Republican," "Da- 
rn ooratic," "Prohibitl6n,>> "Independent," 
etc, 


At the left ot the party name, or head- 


ing, of the different tickets will be a cir- 
cle % inch in diameter. At the left of 
each name on the ballot will be a square 
Jj inch on each side. To prepare your 
ballot for voting youmuot mark it with 
a cross, either in the circle at the top of 
the ticket or in the square at the left ot 
each name, Donotmaik your ballot in 
any way except as directed below and do 
not erase any names. Tbe law permits 
four methods of marking the ballot for 
voting, as follows: 


1. To vote for all of the candidates of 
a party, that is; to vote a "straight party 
ticket" mark a cross in the circle at the 
head of the ticket of your choice. A bal- 
lot so marked will be counted for all ot 
the candidates in the column under the 
circle so marked. 


2. To "split" or "scratch" a ballot, 


that is; to vo'e for patt of tbe candidates 
on one ticket, or, to vote for part of the 
condidates on one ticket and for part ot 
tbe candidates on another ticket, leave 
all of the circles blank and mark a cross 
in ths square at the left of tbe name, or 
names, of the candidates of your choice. 
A ballot so marked will ba counted only 
for the candidates marked. But be care- 
fat not to mark more names than there 
are persons to be elected, or your ballot 
will not be counted. 


Another method of "scratching" a 
ballot is in this way: Mark a cross in 
the circle at tbe head ot any ticket, and 
then mark a cross in the square before 
the name or names of any candidate for 
whom you want to vote on any other 
ticket or tickets, A ballot so marked 
will be counted for all of tbe candidates 
on the ticket under the oirolra marked, 
except for the offices for which ths names 
ot candidates are marked on tbe other 
ticket or tickets on the ballot, and tbe 
latter will be counted for the candidates 
marked in the square on those tickets. 
But voters are cautioned against marking 
a ballot by this method when there is 
nore than one candidate to be elected to 
the same office on the same ballot, as in 
ihe case of Electors of President and 
Vice-President. There will be 24 elec- 
tors elected in this state at the Novem- 
ber election, 1892. The law says: "If 
be voter marks more names than there 
ire persons to be elected to an office, his 
ballot shall not be counted for such 
office." By marking in tbe circle the 
niter indicates a desire to vote for all of 
;ha electors oil the ticket so marked; 
ihen by marking one or more names in 
ihe squares on an ther ticket more names 
would be mark d than there are persons 
:o be elected, tor the reason that as the 
>OBition of tin names of the electors on 
ihe different tickets is not material, it 
would be impoesible t j determine what 
names on ths ticket marked in tbs circle 
was intended ta be voted for and what 
not, so that all would I.e counted as hav- 
ng been voted for. Whan there is but 
one candidate to be eiouted to the earns 
oflioo on the same ballot, the danger of 
oonFusioa above pointed out does not 
irise, and this method of marking may 
)0 safely adopted. The safe way to 
'split" a ticket, however, is to mark the 
name of each candidate for whom you 
went to vote in the cqnarea, and leave 
.he circles blank. * 


4, If tne voters desire to vote for a 


candidate not on the ticket ot his choice 


may write in tbe name of the candi- 


date of his choice in a blank space on 
the ticket, making a cross before tbe 
name written in. 


In voting for Representatives to the

body jail above thelhips. Eyman gave 
a scream of agony and called to Bont- 
well, bat before Boutwell could reach 
him, Eyman bad|pnlled;tbelbloody stick 
from hie side and cast it upon the floor.
